sive article published under copyright 


in the World Sunday morning, Ralph 


Pulitzer gives a graphic description 
of his thrilling flight over a section 


of the battle line in France on Friday 
afternoon. 
Young Pulitzer boarded a “hunting 
aeroplane” at French aviation head­ 
quarters at Paris, soared 10,000 feet 
with an expert aviator, and, “tobog­ 
ganing at top speed down 
a 
giant 
corkscrew,” came in sight of the al­ 
lied and German trenches. 
In part, 
his story follows: 
“Headquarters Aviation Corps, Paris 
(Friday): 
I have just returned from 
a unique visit to the front. 
This af­ 
ternoon I flew in an army aeroplane 
from Paris to the fighting lines, skirt­ 
ed these lines for a few kilometers 
and flew back to Paris. 
“No other civilian has been a Howled 
to ascend in a French army a e r o p la n e 
at all, and as for visiting the front in 
one it has apparently been undreamed 
of. Poor Needham went up in a Brit­ 
ish military aeroplane, but w’hat lie 
saw' and felt were buried with him. 


Fly at 80 Miles an Hour. 
“On and up, on and up*, we flew, 
headed straight as an arrow' for the 
closest 
portion 
of the battlefront, 
ninety 
kilometers 
(about 
fifty-four 
miles* a? ay. 
“Here, though we were only 1,000 
meters (about 3,300 feet) high up, we 
were racing along the front at 130 
kilometers (about 80 miles) an hour 
and all my friend the pilot could do 
was to point here and there franti­ 
cally. 
“So among the maze of the w'hite 
lines I saw running below' me through 
the hazy atmosphere, some which I 
took for trenches were undoubtedly 
roads, some which I took for roads 
were equally 
undoubtedly 
trenches, 
while only a very few could I unhes­ 
itatingly have guaranteed 
to 
have 
been trenches. * * * 
“There were none of the customary 
woolly little white clouds of German 
shrapnel bursting around it. 
“Furthermore, 
the 
batteries right 
below us were so cleverly concealed 
that they wrere quite invisible. 
The 
only signs of its being a front at all 
were the bursting shells 
from 
the 
French batteries. 


Airman Has Close Call. 
“Safely back in the French capital, 
Pulitzer watched the efforts of airmen 
at headquarters to warn an air scout 
about to land and whose life was in 
peril from the loss, unknown to him, 
of a wheel from beneath his biplane. 
Landing on one wheel almost in­ 
variably 
causes 
an 
aeroplane 
to 
somersault, 
says 
the 
writer, 
and 
strong men turned their backs when 
the flier, having failed ie understand 
the warning motions, glided to earth.

The American note to Austria-Hun­ 
gary, in reply to that nation’s protest 
against selling munitions to 
the al­ 
lies is a dignified 
and conservative 
document, 
and 
while 
placing 
the 
complaining power in an indefensible 
position, does so in language that is 
polite and courteous and entirely de­ 
void of offense. 
, The fact that 
Germany and Aus­ 
tria-Hungary, while claiming neutral­ 
ity, sold 
munitions 
to 
beli'gerents 
during the Crimean 
war, 
the 
Boer 
war, the Turkish-Italian war and the 
Balkan war, as well as in the Japao- 
ese-Turkish war, 
fully 
answers the 
complaint now made and 
leaves no 
ground for the complainant to stand 
upon. 
Great Britain protested to Germany 
during the Crimean war against the 
sale of arms and munitions 
by the 
German states to Russia. If the Unit­ 
ed States 
was 
supplying Germany 
arms and munitions now, there is no 
doubt that the allies 
would protest. 
The question seems to be one of self­ 
interest. 
All countries sell arms when they 
can, and there can be 
no 
question 
that it is in 
the 
best. 
interests of 
I»eace that the 
sales 
be permitted. 
Otherwise every country would have 
to be absolutely prepared for war at 
any time, knowing 
that 
when w*ar 
started no arms 
could 
be obtained 
from neutral countries. 
Germany 
evidently 
realized 
this 
condition in 1913 and 1914, when it 
took 
enormous war supplies 
from 
American companies. 
Germany, ‘un 
derstanding it would be cut 
off from 
the seas, laid in a supply in advance. 
AH countries would have to follow' 
that method if ii is to be made ille­ 
gal to make 
purchases 
in neutral 
countries after war begins. If that is 
to be the rule, the United 
States 
should at once 
buy about a billion 
dollars* worth of arms and munitions. 
This would mean a heavy increase in 
taxation. 
The surprising 
thing 
about 
the 
matter is that under all the circum­ 
stances the complaint was 
made at 
all.

Wyoming 
placed husband and wife on an equal 
footing so far as property rights are 
concerned. 
There is meat for the 
friends of 
suffrage in this, 
and 
there is altfo 
meat for the antis. One of thhe argu 
ments of the suffragists 
is 
that in 
states where equal 
suffrage obtains 
women get more 
consideration than 
elsewhere. One of the 
arguments of 
the antis is that women can get all 
the legislation they 
desire 
and all 
they need without having 
the right 
to vote—that, indeed, they can get 
better results if they don’t mix in the’ 
electioT^s. Of the states named above 
the women 
have equal 
suffrage in 
Kansas, Montana, 
Nevada 
and Wy­ 
oming. But they 
do 
not 
have this 
privilege in New' York, 
New' Hump 
shire, Oklahoma and Tennessee.

Physician’s Explanation. 
Says a Topeka physician who has 
made a study of physiognomy: “Sup­ 
posing this young man had an upper 
lip w hich was a perfect ‘Cupid’s bow,* 
mamma would know* he easily fell in 
love and would just as easily fall out 
again. If his face is narrow* and his 
chin, especially his nose, 
so lacking 
in squareness, she 
would 
know he 
was not naturally over-conscientious. 
That he was refined w*ould be show*n 
by' a high 
nose, 
broad 
and 
w'ell 
rounded at the tip. 
If the nose is 
bumped instead of straight, the stern­ 
er qualities are in evidence. 
“No tw*o faces are shaped alike, lf 
there was it would 
mean 
that 
the 
forces which shaped them w’cre alike 
and the character of the two w’ould 
be the same. The exact differences in 
character may be found 
by* a m e a s­ 
urement of the shape and discovery 
of the law* which governs form.” 


Rules of. Character. 
Following are other rules laid down 
by the local physician:

equal, a big

physical measurements. 
The 
convex 
nose, 
the “ Roman” 
nose or the nose with 
a hump, con­ 
tains the most bone 
and is usually 
the larest type of nose. 
It is asso­ 
ciated with the greatest 
power and 
the largest aspects of character. 
The straight nose indicates refine 
ment, a capacity for the arts rather 
than the deeper sciences, and proba­ 
ble sensuousness. 
Where the .straight 
nose 
is short 
and thick, the tendency is toward or­ 
namental and constructive w'ork 
in 
small undertakings; 
the higher arts 
physiology go with the longer nose. 
The concave nose, the 
nose that 
curves in from the tip to the fore­ 
head is the typical nose 
of the in 
faut, the idiot and the 
undeveloped. 
At best it indicates a pure and capa 
hie but weaker character. 
The nostril should be horizontal. If 
it slants upward from the lip it indi 
cates immature and childish 
tenden 
cies. If it slants dow*nw*ard 
it indi 
cates a 
melancholy 
or 
malicious 
character. 
A large nose 
and 
nostrils induce 
deep breathing. This accelerates the 
motion of the blood and quickens the 
mental as well as the physical pow­ 
ers. 


Take a Long Nose. 
A long nose protects the face and 
indicates cautious mental habits. 
A nose high above the lane of the 
cheeks and 
projecting 
forward 
as 
though intent 
upon 
exploration dis 
closes a faculty for the understanding 


bone just below- 
the 
bridge is the 
sign of “veneration.” 
This 
faculty 
usually' takes the form of deference to 
law, order, religion and authority. Its 
absence is associated with discourte­ 
sy, pertness and 
disregard 
of 
the 
rights of others. 
Height and breadth of the bones 
just above the sign for veneration in­ 
dicates 
executiveness 
or 
natural 
leadership. 
Fullness and breadth of the sides 
of the nose just above the nostrils is 
caused by a development of the nu­ 
tritive system, 
and 
indicates a ca­ 
pacity for getting the necessaries of 
life. It is called the sign 
of acquisi­ 
tiveness and manifests 
itself 
com­ 
monly in business ability or the pow­ 
er of getting whatever one desirer. 
Fullness of the sides of 
the nose 
just above the point and below 
the 
bridge indicates constructiveness. 
If the tip of the nose 
is wide for 
its height it means that ideality or 
imagination is well developed. 
The 
firmness and clearness 
of the skin 
must always be taken into account in 
reading this*sign and those connect­ 
ed with it. 
Too Many Highballs. 
If the wide tip is rounded 
at the 
corners it indicates sublimity. 
This 
has nothing to do with the bulbous, 
discolored nose, the sign of too many 
highballs. 
A downward projection 
of the tip 
of the nose indicates 
a faculty for 
mental imitation. This faculty carried 
to excess might indicate lack of orig­ 
inality, but its absence is a sure sigt^ 
of un progressiveness. 
Fulness of the muscle at the june 
tion of tho nose and 
forehead indi­ 
cates self will. Not balanced by other 
qualities it indicates selfishness, but 
its absence would 
indicate timiditv 
and irresolution. 
A “ pug” nose indicates a lack of 
reasoning power 
and

or pugnacity. 
If the pug nose 
is 
blunt, 
look for 
coarseness and brutality; 
if 
it 
is 
sharp, 
look 
for 
fretfulness 
and 
scolding. 
The “Greek” nose, where the fore­ 
head and back of the nose make an 
uninterrupted straight line, is not a 
normal type. Found in 
real life, it 
would indicate an unbridled will aln1 
excessive stupidity. 
Tip Tilted Nose. 
The “ tip tilted nose,” which techni­ 
cally belongs to 
the 
concave class, 
may be simply an indication of some 
childish traits, such as vivacity and 
abandon, hut is associated 
with re­ 
finement, wit and brightness. It is the 
nose of tho coquette. 
The true “singing nose” belongs to 
the concave class. 
It is short and 
round and either straight or slightly 
concave. It is hard to put our great­ 
est singers in the undeveloped class, 
but it is physiognomically' necessary. 
Where the osseous system 
is* domi­ 
nant the softer tones can not be pro­ 
duced. 
The square tyiilt man thus becomes 
in a sense the 
highest type* Bone 
crystals are square. The more money 
a man has the squarer you may ex­ 
pect him to be; the more 
integrity, 
morality and 
comprehension 
of the 
greatest truths will he exhibit.

MADE IN EEDAUA. 


World Sunday morning published a 
copyright article 
describing 
eiforts 
nr* de in the United States to mold 
public opinion in favor of Germany. 
Statements made in the article are 
based, the World says, upon corre­ 
spondence of secret agents of the Ger­ 
man government. 
Among those named in the corre­ 
spondence are the imperial German 
chancellor. 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg: 
Count Johann von Bernstorff, Geynan 
ambassador at 
Washington; 
Capt. 
Franz von Papen, military attache of 
the embassy; Dr. Heinrich F. Albert, 
who came to this city from St. Louis 
at the outbreak of the war, and who 
was the western representative of the 
Deutches Bank of Berlin, and many 
others. 
Here Are Leading Statements. 
The leading statements in the arti­ 
cle are: 
1. The weekly magazine “Father­ 
land,” which professes loyalty to the 
American government, but which bit­ 
terly attacks President Wilson, and 
which undertook to justify the sink­ 
ing of the Lusitania, and has taken 
the German side in all the negotia­ 
tions growing out of that act, is fi­ 
nanced by the German government, 
and is partially, if not entirely, con­ 
trolled #by that government. The Ger­ 
man government is represented in this 
matter by Dr. Heinrich F. Albert, most 
active of Germany's financial agents 
in the United States. 
2. An attempt was made by M. B. 
Clausen, publicity manager of the 
Hamburg-Ameriean 
Steamship 
com­ 
pany, and manager of the German 
Information Bureau in the Hotel As­ 
tor, New' York, to bring about the pur­ 
chase of the American Tress Associa­ 
tion, for the purpose of getting mat­ 
ter, favorable 
to*the German cause, 
into the thousands of w’eekly and 
small daily newspapers, which it sup­ 
plies with news and pictures. 
Not the Associaed Press. 
The American P ress Association, in 
New* York, is an agency for “applying 
“patent insides,’* electrotypes 
news 
and pictures to small papers, and it 
should not he confused 
with 
tele­ 
graphic news agencies such as the 
Associated Press. 
Claussen reported 
to Financial Agent Albert that he had 
obtained a thirty-days* option on “a 
controlling interest” in the American 
Press Association. 
Courtland Smith, 
president of the concern, denies that 
such an option was given. 
3. A plan to purchase the New York 


Evening Mail, and convert it into a 
pro-German organ, was pushed on for 
some time by Paul T. Davis and his 
( father, George H. Davis, a native of 
Germany. They acted, at first, in the 
hope that the German government, 
through Ambassador von Bernstorff, 
would finance the plan. 
When they 
learned that this could not be ar­ 
ranged, they carried on an attempt to 
finance the plan in this country. The 
fact of this attempt to acquire the 
Mail as a German organ was printed 
in New* York daily papers when the 
negotiations were first attempted/ 
4. A confidential report by an agent 
of the German government, copies of 
which were sent to Ambassador Berns- 
dorff, to Financial Agent Albert and to 
the Berlin government, last month, 
recommended that a news bureau, to 
sell news to American papers, be es­ 
tablished “with German money.” This 
“news’* was to be of a character fav­ 
orable to Germany. 
Wanted American Lecturers. 
5. The same report lecommcfndod 
that negotiations be begun with a lead­ 
ing lecture bureau to induce “suitable 
Americans” to deliver lectures of a 
kind which should 
indirectly 
help 
Germany. 
In some cases this help 
was to be given bv arousing American 
feeling against England or Japan. 
6. Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, of tho German empire, interested 
himself in * ' ’ 
* 
v~ing about a sec­ 
ond visit 
... i)> Edward Lvell 
Fox, 
s v 
magazine 
writer, 
whose “ good dispatches,” according 
to the rh'ioc-oPor, were of great bene­ 
fit to Germanv. 
A letter written to 


Ambassador von Bernsdorff, bv order 
of. the chancellor, discussed the ques­ 
tion of financing Fox’s proposed visit 
to Germany.

ers.

Rosenberger & Sizer, of Nevada, Mo., 
and Claude W ilkerson, 
of

Monday filed in the Pettis county cir­ 
cuit court suit for $100,000 damages 
against the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway company.

many years he was medical examiner 
for different insurance companies. 
As a citizen Dr. McNeil enjoyed the 
friendship and high regard of all who 
knew' him. He wTas a member of the 
First Baptist church and was active 
in church work up to the time of his 
illness. 
At all times he w*as charitable and 
public spirited and only recently do­ 
nated $500 to the Sisters of Charity 
of the Incarnate Word, who are to 
take charge of Maywood hospital on 
August 23. 
For many years Dr. McNeil was an 
active member of the Nehemgar club 
and frequently gave illustrated lec­ 
tures before that body on his travels. 
He also gave numerous lectures for 
benefit of local churches and religious 
organizations. 
Dr. McNeil was twice married, his 
first wife being Miss Clara Louise 
Stryker, the date of the nuptials be­ 
ing June 16, 1897. in this city. 
She 
died on April 14, 1899. 
On November 18, 1911, he was m ar­ 
ried to Mrs. Josephine Valentine, of 
Sedalia. 
An unusual circumstance of 
his death is that within a block of 
his home his mother-in-law, Mrs. Phoe­ 
be A. Haynes, had died the evening 
preceding his death. 
Besides his devoted widow, he is
